He is in charge of the keys to all offices and must be 
present when the offices are cleaned and whea papers are bummed, VUaly 
the officials have keys to their own offices and Markov has duplicates 
for these. He is also the only night guard within the main consulate 
building. His wife, Yulia Ivanovna Markova, one of the consulate 
telephone operators, assists him in his duties, These include the 
acceptance of parcels delivered after office hours, which are 
registered in the daily journal and then delivered to the addressees.

14, On 22 September 1948 Akim Nikiforevich Suvorchenkov, director of 
Torgpredstve, called a meeting of all Soviet merchants at the Saviet 
Club and told them that scon they would have to register all their 
property and real estate with Torgpredstve to avoid the possibility of 
losing it in a military situation. He advised against transferring 
holding te other cities, since Soviet properties would be pretected by
